Your attention is directed to Bureau letter to 
Albany dated 2/27/70 captioned "Black Panther Party (BPP)" 
which sets forth detailed instructions concerning the 
BPP, 


For your assistance and guidance, you should 
note the following: 


1. An evidentiary report utilizing the 
character "Racial Matters, Smith Act of 1940. Seditious 
Conspiracy, Rebellion and Insurrection" is to be 
submitted to the Bureau and San Francisco every 30 
days if there is evidentiary information to report. If 
there is no evidentiary information to report, a letter 
indicating same is to be submitted in lieu of the report. 
This represents no change in current reporting instructions. 


2. A regular intelligence-type report utilizing 
the character "Racial Matters" only is to be submitted 
every six months to the Bureau and San Francisco. 


This instruction eliminates the previous required 
submission of an intelligence report every 90 days. It 
places the requirement for such a report on the BPP on the 
same basis as the submission of reports regarding other 
organizations as set forth in the Manual of Instructions.

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The next intelligence-type report to be 
submitted will be due six months from the date of 
the last 90-day report submitted. 


3. By the fifth day of each month all offices 
are to submit a monthly summary airtel to the Bureau and 
San Francisco concerning pertinent activity by the BPP 
during the preceding month. This summary airtel should 
be captioned "Black Panther Party, Division, 
Monthly Summary, Racial Matters" or, appropriate, 
"Black Panther Party - National Committee to Combat 
Fascism (or local name in use), Diision, Monthly 
Summary, Racial Matters." This communication is to be 
an airtel only and no letterhead memorandum is to be 
submitted with it. 


This instruction eliminates the biweekly 
summary currently required unless substantial information 
was submitted during the prior two weeks. This monthly 
summary is a requirement and mst be submitted regardless 
of what material was furnished during the previous month. 


The first part of this monthly summary should 
contain a succinct summary of the general status and 
operation of the BPP within each division. It should 
include the number of chapters and/or committees; their 
locations; estimate of members tn each; identities of 
leaders; location of BPP pads, apartment, houses, and 
community centers; community activities in operation (for 
example, Breakfast for Children rograms showing location 
and number of children being fed 3 and public appearances 
by BPP members, particularly at stitutions of learning, 
showing sponsoring group and fee received if known. This 
information should be documented by date and source. 


The second part of the monthly summary should 
include a succinct summary without documentation of 
pertinent BPP activities which occurred within each 
division during the previous month. 


The submission of the monthly summary airtel 
is not to be considered a substitute for the submission 
of pertinent information to the Bureau by the most 
expeditious means dictated by the circumstances or the 
timely submission of such information in form suitable 
for dissemination. 
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The first summary is to be submitted to the 
Bureau and San Francisco by 3/15/70 for the month of 
February, 1970, and thereafter by the fifth of each 
month covering the activities of the prior month. The 
summary to be submitted on 3/15/70 should also list 
public appearances by BPP members for the month of 
January, 1970, in addition to February, 1970. 


4, he current requirement that a biweekly 
letter containing counterintelligence recommendations 
on the BPP be submitted to the Bureau is eliminated. 
Counterintelligence information regarding the BPP is to 
be included hereafter in the regular quarterly connter- 
intelligence letter submitted by each office. 


In view of the above, you are instructed to 
submit appropriate investigative inserts as follows: 


1. An investigative insert relative to the 
above mentioned evidentiary report. This must be 
submitted to reach the S-1 desk by the 5th of each 
month so that the necessary monthly evidentiary report 
can be submitted to the Bureau by the 9th of the month. 


2. By the first of each month you will submit 
a investigative insert suitable for inclusion in the 
summary airtel so that this may reach the Bureau by the 
5th day of each month. 


3 You will submit a regular intelligence- 
type insert relative to the regular intelligence-type 
report required on a six months basis. The next such 
investigative/insert will be submitted by you on or 


before Sf 7 O 


‘ou are further instructed to prepare 4 
memorandum for the file 157-4707 at the end of each 
month listing efforts made by you to develop suitable 
informants within your resident agency territory bearing 


in mind Bureau instructions that every effort must be made 


to penetrate the group in your area during its formative 
stages. 
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You are also instructed to include in this memorandum 
the number of persons you have interviewed relative 
to developing informants and you should list their 
identities. 


You should immediately make efforts to 
develop background. information concerning the 11 
individuals involved in the demonstration mentioned 
in referenced Bureau airtel of 5/13/70, and by suitable 
memorandum you should request that separate investigations 
be instituted on these individuals unless such investi- 
gations have already begun.

| According to its official newspaper, the Black 

| Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 

,—Oakiand, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. 
Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, 
George Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill 
the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is 
the statement "...we will not dissent from -American 
Government. We will overthrow it." 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of 
the People's Republic of China and feature Mao's statement 
that "political power grows out of the barrel of a gun."

I. REVOLUTIONARY PROGRAM AND POLICIES AS EXPRESSED 
BY BLACK PANTHER PARTY LEADREPS 


A characterization of the Black Panther Party 
(BPP) is contained in the appendix, 


On June 14, 1970, persons identifying themselves ' 
as JOHN CLARK, ROBERT WEBB, ELBERT "BIG MAN" HOWARD appeared { 
on the PETER GAMBLE Show, Radio Station “AYE, Baltimore, 

Marvland, JOHN CLARK and ROBEPT WEBB started the proqran 
with PETER GAMBLE at 3:00 Dem, to discuss the nolicy of the 
Black Panther Party. The major portion of the program 

was snent with CLARK and WEBB discussina how they became 


interested in the BPP and eventually leading to their becoming | 
members. 


WEBB was heard to sav after he had snent apnroxi- 
mately one vear in Vietnam with the United States Army, that 
he could not take killing any more, He stated that he told 
his commanding officer to take him out or he would lay his 
rifle down and start walking, He also stated that he would 
go over and fidht for the Viet Conq before he would fight 
any longer for the United States Armv. He stated he received 
an honorable discharse fron the Army. 


The program then entered into the discussion of 
the ten-noint vlatform of the BPP, In discussing Point #1, 
CLARK was heard to say that the "police are in our community 
as armed troons," and that he was for the renovina of the 
police from the black community completely. He stated that the 
police were there only to watch the black people, not to 
serve them. He described the police as "vias" and stated 
that his veople could not be free until this “enemv" leaves 
the black community. 


In discussing Point #2 of the platform, CLARK 
was heard to say that if the government and businessmen 
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did not qive neonle jobs, then control should be taken 
out of their hands and turned over to the people so that 
everyone would have a job, 


It was not until 5:10 p.m, that ELBERT HOWARD 
appeared and continued the discussion of the Panthers’ 
ten-point program, After HOWARD read six noints of the 
ten-point nrodram, he stated the black man did not have 
to fight in any war, and that “our fight is here in America," 


from whom, He made mention in that resard to "criminals 
masquerading in police uniforms." 


HOWARD snoke on the proqram for only twenty minutes 
and then ended the »roaram by advertising the National Press 
Conference to announce the date and place of the Revolutionary 
People's Constitutional Convention, 


He stated that at this Revolutionary People's 
Constitutional Convention, the Constitution would be 
rewritten so as to relate to the blackman, He stated that 
genocide was taking vlace against the black peonle in this 
country and if the black neonle cannot obtain a chance 
by changing the Constitution, they may as well commit 
reactionary suicide, He stated that if the "NIXON, AGNEN, 
HOOVER, MITCHELL reqime" did not heed their words, then 
"we will choose a reactionary method of suicide." 


JOIN CLARK was introduced-as the Defense Captain 
of the Baltimore Chanter of the BPP and ROBEPT NEBB was 
introduced as a member of the BPP, who has traveled from 
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California to New York to particinate in the preparation 
for the Revolutionary Constitutional Convention; and 
ELBERT "BIG MAN" HOWARD was introduced as the Denuty 
Minister of Information of the BPP and Managing Editor 
of the "Black Panther,"

He stated that the 
BPP leads to the mrruntion of minors in the black community and 
to the confusion of the black community, oiving them oniv a 
violent way out. He stated that he could not support the 
BPP because he had seen the hideous thinas that it could do. 


. He stated that at one time sone Panthers had 
contennlated killing WARREN HART because HART had joined 
STOKELY CARMICHAEL, He stated that CARMICHAEL formed the 
BPP and that the BPP still follows some of CARMICHAEL's 
policies, esnecially the excluding of white people from 
the organization. He stated,to his knowledqe, CARMICHAEL 
has no connection with the BPP at present.

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
—Gekland, California, to organize black people so. they can 
take control of the life, politics and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. 
Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as “pigs" who shoule be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, 
George Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
- worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill 
the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is 
the statement "...we will not dissent from American 
Government. We will overthrow it." 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of 
the People's Republic of China and feature Mao's statement 
that "political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located 
at 3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Brenches 
have been established at various locations throughout the

GABLER entitled, "Who Are These Black Panthers and 
What Do They Really Want." This article dealt with 
an interview of JOHN CLARK, wherein CLARK stated that 
"the Baltimore Chapter operates a Free Breadfast Program 
during the school year and a Free Lunch Program during 
the summer months in the basement of St. Martin de Porres 
Church. The Panthers can feed as many as 200 children 
with food donated by area merchants. The.local merchants 
do not really want to do this, but feel that since they 
make their living off of the poor péople, it is not too 
much to ask that they put a few dollars back into the 
community to feed hungry children, If they refuse to 
donate we throw up a picket line and urge black people 
not to patronize them." 


The article further stated that CLARK advised 
that indoctrination accompanied the Free Breakfast Program 
stating, "We try to educate the children as to what 
our Ten Point Platform is all about.

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," 
which further describes:itself as the "Black Coamunity 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to and oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to ara themselves against the 
police who era consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, 
George Mason Murray, which’ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
American, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill 
the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is 
the statement "...we will not dissent from American Govern- 
ment, We will overthrow it." 


Issues of "fhe Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of 
the People's Republic of China and feature Mao's statement 
that "political power-grows out of the barrel of a gun."

A prior case had been opened on JAMES ELIAS REED, 
JR,, BA 157-4619, who is a proclaimed Panther and chairman 
of the National Committee to Combat Facism, (NCCF), Dover, 
Delaware. Identities of sympathizers had previously been 
obtained and separate cases opened on each of the 
participants. REED has been recommended for inclusion 
in the Security Index. 


Inquiry has indicated that there is no current 
Black Panther Party activity in Dover, Delaware and 
REED has stated to interviewing agent as well as BPP 
officials that the NCCF Chapter has disbanned. 


There is no question that REED is a dedicated 
militant revolutionary and because of this, it is recommended 
that he be included in the Security Index. He has no 
following, however, and has been described as a "lunatic?

reactionary and blind philosophies as revolutionary i 
Marxism-Leninism. Around the world and in every nation $ 
people, all who call themselves Marxist-Leninists, are at ! 
each other’s throats, Such a situation presents serious i 
problems to a young party, such as ours, that is still i 
in the process of refining its ideology. H 

When we say that we are Marxist-Leninists, we mean 
that we have studied and understood the classical principles 
: gocistiem and that we rave .adei

principles to our own situation for ourselves. However, we 
do not move with a closed mindtonew ideas or information, 
At the same time, we know that we must rely upon our own 
brains in solving ideological problems as they relate to us. 

For too long Black people have relied upon the analyses 
and ideological. perspectives of others, Our struggle has 
reached a point now where it would be absolutely suicidal 
for us to continue this posture of dependency. No other 
people in the world are in the same position as we are, 
and no other people in the world can get us out of it except 
ourselves. There are those who are all too willing to do our 
thinking for us, even if it gets us killed, However, they are 
not willing to follow through and do our dying for us, If 
thoughts bring about our deaths, let them at least be our 
own thoughts, so that we will have broken, once and for all, 
with the flunkeyism of dying for every cause and every 
error -- except our own, 





One of the great  gcaecaeng of Huey P. Neve. is 
that he gave the Black Panther Party a firm ideolegical 
foundation that frees us from ideological flunkeyism and 
opens up the path to the future -- a future to which we must 
provide new ideological formulations to fit ourever chang- 
ing situation, 

Much -- most -- of the teachings of Huey P. Newton are 
unknown to the people because Huey has been placed in a 
position where it is impossible for him to really communi- 
cate with us, And much that he taught while he was free 
has gotten distorted and watered down precisely because 
the Black Panther Party has been too hung up in relating, 
to the courts and trying to put on a good face in order to 
help’ lawyers convince juries of the justice of our-cause, 
This whole court hang-up has created much confusion, 

For instance, many people confuse the Black Panther 
Party with the Free Huey Movement or the many other 
mass activities that we have been forced to indulge in in 
order to build mass support for our comrades who have 
gotten captured by the pigs, We are absolutely correct 
in indulging in such mass activity, But we are wrong when 
we confuse our mass line with our party line, 

Essentially, what Huey did was to provide the ideology 
and the methodology for organizing the Black Urban Lumpen- 
at. ‘Armed owith this ideological perspective and 
Huey transformed the Black lumpenproijetariat 
from the forgotten people at the bottom of society into 
the vanguard of the proletariat. ; 

There is a lot of confusion over whether we are members 


of the Working Class or whether we are Lumpenproletariat, 
It is necessary to confront this confusion, because it has a 
great deal to do with the strategy and tactics that we follow 
and with our strained relations with the White radicals 
from the oppressor section of Babylon, 

Some so-called Marxist-Leninists will attack us for 
what’ we have to say, but that is a good-thing and not a 
bad thing because some people call themselves Marxist- 
Leninists who are the downright enemies of Black people. 
Later for them, We want them to step boldly forward, 
ag they will do -- blinded by their own stupidity and racist 
arrogance -- so that it will be easier for us to deal with 
them in the future, 

We make these criticisms in a fraternal spirit of how 
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some Marxist-Leninists apply the classical prinCiples to 
the specific situation that exists in the United States be- 
cause we believe in the need for a unified revolutionary « 
movement in the 2United States, a movement that is in- 
formed by the revolutionary principles of scientific social- 
ism, Huey P. Newton says that ‘‘power is the ability to define 
phenomena and make it act in a desired manner.’’ And we 
need power, desperately, to counter the power of the pigs 
that now bears so heavily upon us.” ' 

Ideology is a comprehensive definition of a status quo 
that takes into account poth the history and the fucure 
of that status quo and serves as the social glue that holds 
a people together and through which a people relate to 
the world and other groups of people in the world, The 
correct ideology is an invincible weapon against the oppres~ 
sor in our struggle for freedom and liberation, 

Marx defined the epoch of the pourgeoisie and laid bare 
the direction of the Proletarian future. He analyzed 
Capitalism and defined the method of its doom: VIOLENT 
REVOLUTION BY THE PROLETARIAT AGAINST THE 
BOURGEOIS STATE APPARATUS OF CLASS OPP RESSION 
AND REPRESSION, REVOLUTIONARY VIOLENCE AGAINST 
THE COUNTER-REVOLUTIONARY CLASS VIOLENCE 
PERPETRATED THROUGH THE SPECIAL REPRESSIVE 
FORCE OF THE ARMED TENTICLES OF THE STATE. 

_This great definition by Marx and Engels became the 
mightiest weapon in the hands of oppressed people in 
the history of ideology. It marks a gigantic advance for 
all mankind, And since Marx’s time, his definition has 
been strengthened, further elaborated, j{llumined, and further 
refined, - 

But Marxism has never really dealt with the United 
States of America, There have been some very nice at- 
tempts, People have done the best that they know how. 
However, in the past, Marxist-Leninists in the United 
States have relied too heavily upon foreign, imported ana- 
lyses and have seriously distorted the realities of the 
American scene, We might say that the Marxism-Leninism 
of the past belongs to the gestation period of Marxism- 
Leninism in the United States, and that now is the time 
when a new, strictly American ideological synthesis will 
arise, springing up from the hearts and souls of the 
oppressed people inside Babylon, and uniting these people

and hurling them mightily, from the force of their struggle, 


into the future. The swiftly developing revolutionin America * 


is like the gathering of a mighty storm, and nothing can 
stop that storm from finally bursting, inside America, 
washing away the pigs of the power structure and all their 
foul, oppressive works, And the children of the pigs and 
the’ oppressed people will dance and spit upon the common 
graves of these pigs. : 

There are some Black people in the United States who are 
absolutely happy, who do not feel themselves to be oppressed, 
and who think that they are free, Some even believe that the 
President wouldn’t lie, and that he is more or less an 
honest man; that Supreme Court decisions were almost 
written by god in person; that the Police are Guardians 
of the Law; and that people who do not have jobs are just 
plain lazy and good-for nothing and should be severely 
punished, These are like crabs that must be left to boil 
a little longer in the pot of oppression before they will be 
ready and willing to relate, But the overwhelming majority 
of Black people are uptight, know that they are oppressed 
and not free; and they wouldn’t believe Nixon if he confessed 
to being a pig; they don’t relate to the Supreme Court or 
any other court; and shey know that the racist pig cops 
are their sworn enemies, As for poverty, they know what 
it is all about, 

These millions of Black people have no political repre- 
sentation, they are unorganized, and they do not own or 
control any of the natural resources; they neither own nor 
control any of ,the industrial machinery, and their daily 
life is a hustle to make it by any means necessary in the 
struggle to survive, 

Every Black person knows that the wind may change 
at any given moment and that the Lynch Mob, made up of 
White members of the “Working Class’’, might come 
breathing down his neck if not kicking down his door, 
It is because of these factors that when we begin to talk 
about being Marxist-Leninists, we must be very careful 
to make it absolutely clear just what we are talking about. 
- On the subject of racism, Marxism-Leninism offers 
us very little assistance, In fact, there is much evidence 
that Marx and Engels were themselves racists -- just like 
their White brothers and sisters of their era, and just as 
many Marxist-Leninists of our own time are also racists, 
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Historically; Masm-Leninism has been an Qterowth 
of European problems andithas been primarily preoccupied 
with finding solutions to European problems, ° 

With the founding of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea in 1948 and the People’s Republic of China in 
1949, something new was injected into Marxism-Leninism, 
and it ceased to be just a narrow, exclusively European 
phenomenon, Comrade Kim I Sung and Comrade Mao 
Tse-tung applied’ the classical principles of Marxism- 
Leninism to the conditions in their own countries and 
thereby made the ideology into something useful for their 
people, But they rejected that part of the analysis that ‘was 
not beneficial to them and had only to do with the welfare 
of Europe, 

Given the racist history of the United States, it is very 
difficult for Black people to comfortably call themselves 
Marxist-Leninists or anything else that takes itsname from 
White people. It’s like praying to Jesus, a White man, 
We must emphasize the fact that Marx and Lenin didn’t 
invent Socialism, They only added their contributions, en- 
riching the doctrine, just as many others did before them 
and after them, And we must. remember that Marx and 
Lenin didn’t organize the Black Panther Party. Huey P, 


Newton and-Bohby Sesie did. 


Not until we reach Fanon do we find a major Marxist- 
Leninist theoretician who was primarily concerned about 
the problems of Black people, wherever they may be 
found, And even Fanon, in his published works, was pri- 
marily focused on Africa, It is only indirectly that his 
works are beneficial to Afro-Americans, It is just easier 
to relate to Fanon because he is clearly free of that racist 
bias that blocks out so much about the Black man in the 
hands of Whites who are primarily interested in themselves 
and the problems of their own people, But even though we 
are able to relate heavily to Fanon, he has not given us 
the last word on appiying the Marxist-Leninist analysis 
to our problems inside the United States, No one is going 
to do this for us because no one can, We have to do it 


_ourselves, and until we do, we are going to be uptight, 


We must take the teachings of Huey P. Newton as our 
foundation and go from there. Any other course will bring 
us to a sorry and regrettable end, 

Fanon delivered a devastating attack upon Marxism- 
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Leninism for its narrow preoccupation with Europe and 
the affairs and salvation of White folks, while lumping 


all third world peoples into the category of the Lumpen- . 


proletariat and then forgetting them there; Fanon un- 
earthed the category of the Lumpenproletariat and began 
to deal with it, recognizing that vast majorities of the 
colonized people fall. into that category. It is because 
of the fact that Black people in the United States are also 
colonized that Fanon’s analysis is so relevant to US, 

After studying Fanon, Huey P, Newton and Bobby Seale 
began to apply his analysis of colonized people to Blagk 
‘people in ‘the United States, They adopted the Fanonian 
perspective, but they gave it a uniquely Afro-American 
content, . 

Just as we must make the distinctions between the mother 
country and the colony when dealing with Black people 
and White people as a whole, we must also make this 
distinction when we deal with the categories of the Working 
Class and the Lumpenproletariat. : 

We have, in the United States, a ‘Mother Country Work- 
ing Class’’ and a “‘Working Class from the Black Colony’. 
We also have a Mother Country Lumpenproletariat and 
enprolerariat trom the Black -Colony, Inside the 
Mother Country, these categories are fairly stable, but 
when we look at the Black Colony, we find that the hard 
and fast distinctions melt away. This is because of the 
leveling effect of the colonial process and the fact that 
all Black people are colonized, even if some of them oc- 
cupy favored positions in the schemes of the Mother Coun- 
try colonizing exploiters, 

There is a difference between the problems of the 
Mother Country Working Class and the Working Class 
from the Black Colony, There is also a difference between 
the Mother Country Lumpen and the Lumpen from the 
Black Colony. We have nothing to gain from trying to 
smooth over these differences as though they don’t exist, 
because they are objective facts that must be dealt with, 
To make this point clear, we have only to look at the 
long and bitter history of the struggles of Black Colony 
Workers fighting for democracy inside Mother Country 
Labor Unions. : 

Historically, we have fallen into the trap of criticizing 
mother country lebor unions and workers for the racism 
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as an ee the way they treat Black @rrers. 


Of course, they are racist, put this is not the full explana- 


tion, 

White workers helong to a totally different world than 
that of Black workers. They are caught up in a totally 
different economic, political, and social reality, and on 
the basis of this distinct reality, the pigs of the power 
structure and treacherous labor leaders find it very easy 
to manipulate them with Babylonian racism, 

This complex reality presents us with many problems, 
and only through proper analysis can these problems ,be 
solved, The lack of a proper analysis is responsible for 
the ridiculous approach to these problems that we find 
among Mother Country Marxist-Leninists, And their im- 
proper analysis leads them to advocate solutions that are 
doomed to failure in advance, The key area of the con- 
fusion has to do with falsely assuming the existence 
of one All-American Proletariat; one All-American Work- 
ing Class; and one All-American Lumpenproletariat, 

O.K, We are Lumpen, Right on, The Lumpenproletariat 
are all those who have no secure relationship or vested 
interest in the means of production and the institutions of 
capitalist society, That part of the ‘Industrial Reserve 
Army” held p: ho have never worked 
and never will; who can’t find a job; who are unskilled and 
unfit; who have been displaced by machines, automation, 
and cybernation, and were never “retained or invested 
with new skills’; all those on Welfare or receiving State 
Aid, 

Also the so-called “Criminal Element”, those who live 
by their wits, existing off that which they rip off, who stick 
guns in the faces of businessmen and say ‘stick’em up’, 
or ‘give it up’! Those who don’t even want a job, who hate 
to work and can’t relate to punching some pig’s time clock, 
who would rather punch a pig in the mouth and rob him than 
punch that same pig’s time clock and work for him, those 
whom Huey P, Newton calls ‘‘the illegitimate capitalists’. 
In short, all those who simply have been locked out of the 
ceconomy and robbed of their rightful social heritage. 

But even though we are Lumpen, we are still members 
of the Proletariat, a category which theoretically cuts 
across national boundaries but which in practice leaves 
something to he desired, 
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CONTRADICTIONS WITHIN THE PROLETARIAT OF THE USA

In both the Mother Country and the Black Colony, the 
Working Class is the Right Wing of the Proletariat, and 
the Lumpenproletariat is the Left Wing, Within the Working 
Class itself, we have a major contradiction between the 
Unemployed and the Employed, And we definitely have a 
major contradiction between the ‘Working Class and the 
Lumpen,

In the days of its infancy, insecurity, and instability, the 
Working Class was very revolutionary and carried forward 
the struggle against the bourgeoisie, But through long and 
bitter struggles, the Working Class has made some inroads 
into the Capitalist system, carving out a comfortable niche 
for itself. The advent of Labor Unions, Collective Bar- 
gaining, the Union Shop, Social Security, and other special 
protective legislation has castrated the Woxking Class, 
transforming it into the bought-off Labor Movement -- 
a most un-revolutionary, reformist minded movement that 
is only interested in higher wages and more job security, 
The Labor Movement has abandoned all basic criticism 
of the Capitalist system of exploitation itself, The George 
Meanys, Walter Reuthers, and A, Phillip Randolphs may’ 
- correctly be labelled traitors to the proletariat as a whole, 
~ but they accurately reflect and embody the outlook and 
aspirations of the Working Class, The Communist Party 
of the United States of America, at its poorly attended 
Meetings, may raise the roof withits proclamations of being

jtself looks upon the Democratic Party as the legitimate 
vehicle of its political salvation, 

‘As a matter of fact, the Working Class of our time has” 
become a new industrial elite, resembling more the chau- 
vanistic elites of the selfish craft and trade guilds of Marx’s 
time than the toiling masses ground down in abject poverty. 
Eyery job on the market in the American Economy today 
demands as high -a complexity of skills as did the jobs 
in the elite trade and crait guilds of Marx's time, 

In a highly mechanized economy, jt cannot be said that 
the fantastically high productivity is the product solely 
of the Working Class. Machines and computers are not 
members of the Working Class, although some spokes- 
men for the Working Class, particularly some Marxist- 
Leninists, seem [to think like machines and computers, 

The flames of revolution, which once raged like an 
inferno in the heart of the Working Class, in our day 
have dwindled into a flickering candle light, only power- 
ful enough to bounce the Working Class back and forth 
like a ping pong pall between the Democratic Party and 
the Republican Party every four years, never once even 
glancing at the alternatives on the Left. 


WHO SPEAKS FOR 
Some Marxist-Leninists are guilty of that class egotism 
and hypocrisy often displayed by superior classes to those 
beneath them on the social scale, On the one hand, they free- 
ly admit that their organizations are specifically designed 
to represent the interests of the Working Class, But then 
they go beyond that to say that by representing the interests 
of the Working Class, they represent the interest of the 
Proletariatas 2 whole, This is clearly not true. This is 
a fallacious assumption based upon the egotism of these 
organizations and is partly responsible for their miserable 
failure to make a revolution in Babylon. 
And since there clearly is a contradiction between the 


_ right wing and the left wing of the Proletariat, just as the 
- right wing has created its own organizations, itis necessary 


for the left wing to have its form of organization to repre- 
sent its interests against all hostile classes -- including 
the Working Class. 

The contradiction between the Lumpen and the Working 











Class is veyeserious, because it even dict a different 
strategy and“Set of tactics, The students focus their rebel- 
lions on the campuses, and the Working Class focuses 
its rebellions on the factories and picket lines, Byt the 
Lumpen finds itself in the peculiar position of being unable 
to find a job-and therefore is unable to attend the Universi- 
ties, The Lumpen has no choice but to manifest its rebel- 


* lion in the University of the Streets, 
It’s very important to recognize that the streets belong - 


to the Lumpen, and that it is in the streets that the Lumpen 
will make their rebellion, 

One outstanding characteristic of the liberatiom struggle 
of Black people in the United States has been that most 
of the activity has taken place in the streets, This is 
because, by and large, the rebellions have been spear- 
headed by Black Lumpen, 4 

It is because of Black people’s lumpen relationship 
to the means of production and the institutions of the 
society that they are unable to manifest their rebellion 
around those means of production and institutions, But this 
does not mean that the rebellions that take place in the 
streets are not legitimate expressions of an oppressed 
people. These are the means of rebellion left open to the 
Lumpen, 

The Iaumpen-have ‘been locked outside of tie economy, 
And when the Lumpen dees engage in direct action against 
the system of oppression, it is often greeted by hoots and 





_ howls from the spokesmen of the Working Class in chorus 


with the mouthpieces of the bourgeoisie, These talkers like 


“to put down the struggles of the Lumpen as being ‘‘spon- 


taneous’’ (perhaps because they themselves did not order 
the actions!), ‘‘unorganized”’, and ‘‘chaotic andundirected’’, 
But these are only prejudiced analyses made from the 
narrow perspective of the Working Class, But the Lumpen 
moves anyway, refusing to be straight-jacketed or con- 


_ trolled by the tactics dictated by the conditions of life 


and the relationship to the means of production of the 
Working Class, 

The Lumpen finds itself in the position where itis 
very difficult for it to manifest its complaints against the 
system, The Working Class has the possibility of calling 
a strike against the factory and the employer and through 
the mechanism of Labor Unions they canhave some arbitra- 
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tion or some process through which its grievances are mani- 
fested, Collective bargaining is the way out of the pit of 
Oppression and exploitation discovered by the Working 
Class, but the Lumpen has no opportunity to do any collec- 
tive bargaining, The Lumpen has no institutionalized focus 
in Capitalist society, It has no immediate oppressor except 
Perhaps the Pig Police with which it is confronted daily, 

So thatthe very conditions of life of the Lumpen dictates 
the so-called spontaneous Yeactions against the system, 
and because the Lumpen is in this extremely oppressed 
condition, it therefore has an extreme reaction against 
the -system as a whole, It sees itself as being bypassed 
by all of the organizations, even by the Labor Unions, 
and even by the Communist Parties that despise it and 
look down upon it and consider it to be, in the words of 
Karl Marx, the father of Communist Parties, ‘The Scum 
Layer of the Society”, The Lumpen is forced to create 
its own forms of rebellion that are consistent with its 
condition in life and with its relationship to the means 
of production and the institutions of society, That is, to 
strike out at all the structures around it, including at the 


reactionary Right Wing of the Proletariat when it gets 
in.the way-of revolution, 

The fauity analyses which the ideviogies of the Working 
Class have made, of the true nature of the Lumpen, are 
8reatly responsible for the retardation of the develop- 
ment of the revolution in urban Situations, It can be said 
that the true revolutionaries in. the urban centers of 


the world have been analyzed out of the revolution by some 
Marxist-Leninists,

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: EDUCATION AND 


REVOLUTION.

Q™ WAY OF UNDERSTANDING what's 
going on, on the college and the 
high school campuses in the United 
States today, is to examine the essence 
of education. Basicaily an education passes 
the heritage, Ieaming, the wisdom and the 
technology of human history to the coming 
generations. We wont infonnation to 
be passed on to enable and to help man- 
kind continue to survive and cope with the 
environment. In terms of surviving and 
coping with our environment, basically, 
we have two worlds to deal with. We have 
the natural world — the task of surviving 
against the given world, the task of eking 
a living from the earth itself, for which 
technology has been desimed. On the 
other hand we have the social world, the 
















including everything {rom animals to the 
weather, and these elements have been 
given the label of enemy because they can 
Kill people. We have to be able to hamess 
these forces, we have to be able to adapt 
to the natural situation so that our survival 
will be enhanced, and for this purpose, sci- 
ence and technology, agriculture and in- 
dustry, all of ‘these tools have. been devel- 
oped by mankind through practice in cop- 
ing with this physical environment. 

We are in the habit of speaking about 
certain things that happen in the social 
situation that are hostile and inimical to 
the prospect of survival for mankind, and 
we also label these with the same designa- 
tion of enemy. The distinction between 
the strnecle for survival against the physi- 
cal environ 2 
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tion to make, because often the struggle 
in the social realm is really the only 
struggle that many people are caught up 
in, They are not directly involved in strug- 
gling against the physical environment, but 
their survival does depend upan struggling 
within the social realm, in terms of how 
the economy. is organized, how the political 
system is organized, and how the social 
system itself is organized, so that many 
lives are played out against this back- 
ground of strugeling against the way civil- 
ization is presently organized. ¥ 
The struggle against the physical en- 
vironment, of course, is primary. We have 
organized our social situation in order to 
cope with the physical environment. The 
way that we organize agriculture, the way 
that we organize industry, the way that we 
organize the economy as a whole, the way 
that we organize the political situation, all 
historically have heen towards facilitating 
aud better onabli 
physical environment. 





us te cope with the 





Ax nis rorst I think it would be useful 
to establish some terminology. The best 
terminology I know of, for discussing this 
distinction between the struggle within 
the physical environment and the struggle 
within the social environment, is the termi- 
nology developed by Karl Marx. He desig- 
nates the struggle against or within the 
physical environment as taking place with- 
in the economic base of society. And. upon 
the economic base of socic s erected 
the superstructure of society. Thus the 
struggle within the social realm takes place 
within the superstructure and the strug 
in the physical realm takes places within 















the economic base. In the economic base _ 


we find the natural resources. the technol- 
ogy, the industry, all the machines and 
the tools and the means that mankind has 
developed for coping with the physical 
environment. They are designated as the 
means of producti 
jag material we 
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hospitals and the postal service, everything 
belonging to the organized aspect of soci- 
ety, exist within the social superstructure, 
which has been built and sustained by our 
means of producing material wealth. 

Let’s get to the essence of an education. 
In a very simple-structured social organiza- 
tion, where technology and learning have 
not become complex, it would be possible 
for one’s father or one’s uncle to (pass on 
the technology. Your father could teach 
you how to fish or your father could teach 
you how to farm at a rudimentary agricul- 
tural level. He could teach you how to hunt 
with a spear or a rock, or bow and arrow. 
But as the economic condition becomes 
more complex, and as the level of informa- 
tion and knowledge and understanding of 
the environment increases, to the extent 
that society requires people to spe i 
in passing on this information, then the 
problem of education really sets in. When 
it was necessary for people to be desig 
nated as teachers and to specialize in, or 
devote all their time te. passing on this 
informatica, - the learning situation itself 
had to be centralized as an institution. 
Schools, universities, etc., were developed 
so that the maximum productive use ofa 
man’s time and energy could be made. 
Now you can readily understand how in a 
very complex social situation it would be 
understood by the community. by every- 
body involved in the social unit, that these 
places or institutions of learning were there 
to serve and’ to benefit the community 2s 
a whole. It would be absurd for a teacher 
or one who is charged with administering 
the learning process as a whole, it would 
be absurd for him to alienate himself from 
the community as a whole or to claim that 
he owns the body of information that is a 
heritage to mankind; this would be absurd, 
it would not be tolerated by the commu- 
nity. 

Of course I have been writing as thouch 
m in which peop! 
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in conflict with each other: But in actual 
fact and in terms of hums history such 
harmony has not been the case. 

In human history, we see that society has 
been broken up into classes, into antagonis- 
tic ethnic and economic Sroups that strug- 
gle against each other for survival as each 
sees it. They enslave each other and make 
their living at the expense of other groups, 
special interest groups are formed, ete. So 
that in reality we have to look at our own 
‘situation, have to look at the situation that 
exists in the economic base in terms of the 
class struggle, also in terms of the ethnio 
struggles that have gone on. When we look 
at our own situation today in the United 
States, we find that those who are very 
powerful in our society are powerful be- 
cause of their relationship to the means of 
Production, because they are rich, because 
they own the factories and because they 
own the natural resources. With this eco- 
nomic power they are able to gain control 
of all the institutions in society they are 
able*to any a3 
may not he rich, oz Hay uvt-own stack, or 
have any contro! over the means of produc- 
tion of the natural resources, but because 
of their extensive education are able to 
be appointed to positions of managing 
society. 

But at the top of the social organization 
in the United States, we have the ruling 
Glass mentioned; and because of the v 
of this ruling class, it is able to dominate 
American society and control A: 
society, able to determine what judges are 
appointed to the judicial system. able to 
determine who is appointed to the Board 
of Regents to administer the co es, and 
able even to determine who is elected to 
office, because it controls the wealth, and 
has vast amounts of money at its disposal 
to wage a political campaicn. 

Those who control the economy of the 
United States are abie to control ¢! 
of socicty. Those of us who are not 
advantaged position. Black peor 
can-Americans, 
Esbimos. vr 





























class college students, all find ourselves 
in the position wherein our lives are 
manipulated and controlled by those who 
have this advantaged social Position. 

We have to struggle in order to survive. 
But we're not struggling against the natural 
environment, our struggle is not in reality 
taking place against nature itself, but we 
are struggling against the way sSciety has 
been organized. We are struggling against 
those who. have organized society to their 
advantage, in order to continue their con- 
trol and rule of the entire social unit. It is 
very important for us to understand that 
we are called upon to wage this struggle 
with the same desperation and the same 
“do or die” necessity that a caveman in 
some forgotten time in human history had 
to struggle against the natural elements. In 
reality, cur adversaries are other men, 
other women and other social classes, In 
terms of the racial strife within the United 
States our class struggle is often hidden by 
our ethnic steagie. We -are-ma 
alony the color line ay well ac alo: iS the 
class line. We are exploited economically, 
and we are discriminated against racially, 
also. 











Tovar, AS atways, the struggle of the 
exploited people within the United States 
is taking place on all fronts, but the most 
sensational and explosive clashes are being 
centered and focussed more and more on 
the college campuses and on the high 
school campuses. We understand that those 
who control the mind can control the body, 
so that those who are interested in keeping 
People in oppressed positions and then 
dominating their perspective and their out- 
look on life, know that it is necessary for 
them to control the learning process in 
order to brainwash people, in order to 
camouflage the tric nature of the society.

On the other hand, the exploited and 
oppressed people have the opposite inter- 
est in exposing the true nature of the 
society and in educating ourselves and our 
children on the nature of the struggle and 
in transferring to them the means. for wag- 
ing the struggle se they can be aware of 
the level of the strugu!e, of the progress 
and the history of the struggle and the 
nature of the enemy and the true vulner- 
ability of the enemy. In other words, we 
want to be able to teach ourselves and our 
children the necessity for struggling 
against this ruling class. 

What we have to realize above all else 
is that our enemy and that which we in 
fact are struggling against is not an in- 
dividual college president or high school 
principal o: a boud of regests or a boar 
of education, but the entire social structure. 
We are strugcling azainst the expitalist sys- 
tem which organized itself in a way that 
purchases our lives, that exploits us and 
forces us into a position wherein we have 
to wage a struggle against the social organ- 
ization in order to survive. 

One of the techniques or one of the 
weapons that the enemy uses against us 
in our struggle is to turn Svords against us, 





—to define our struggie in terms that place 


our struggle in a bad light, so that the word 
“revolution” is given a bad name, is looked 
upon as a negative term. 

But what revolution means and what it 
means to us is that we are trying to change 
a system that has historicaily enslaved our 
people, has continually exploited us, has 
discriminated against us and made our 
lives miserable and kept us underdevel- 
oped and kept us blind and kept us in a 
form of slavery, one form of slavexy or 
another. Of course, our struggle has con- 
tinually forced the slavemasier to madif 
the terms of the st 
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made because the si 
necessary to make a te 
in order to continue his exploitation of us 
on a new level. 
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Tite process of breaking out of slavery, 
the process of breaking out of a set of 
social arrangements, out of a social organ- 
ization that is killing us, this process is 
named revolution; we are revolting and 
rebelling and moving against a system that 
is our enemy. For us the word “revolution” 
should be a beautiful word because it’s a 
word that promises us hope, that promises 
us a better life and we should not be 
ashamed to call ourselves revolutionaries. 
We are a revolutionary people, our very 
social situation forces us to be a revolu- 
tionary people. If we are not going to be 
revolutionary people, we have to accept 
the designation of satisfied siaves; if we 
aren't satisfied, then that means we have 
a revolutionary consciousness. It is impor- 
tant for us to be consciously revolutionary, 
erstand that we are revolutionaries, 
erstand that it is right for us 
to be revolutionaries and that m fact the 
enemies are the ones who are wron! 

The enemy. uses words against us, talks 
about “crime in the streets.” talks about 
“disorders,” talks about “law and order,” 
all of these words are smoke screens, are 
smoke screens to confuse us, to create con- 
flicts between the various exploited groups 
and to turn them against each cther. It is 
the old technique of divide and conquer. 
What we need and what — if we had any 
sense at all — what we would be working 
for is to create an alliance between all the 
exploited people within the society so that 
we could join together to create machinery, 
coordinate our struggle, and coordinate 
our attack against the capitalist system and 
destroy it. Because as along as the eapital- 
ist system exists, by its very nature some 
people will have to be exploited in order 
for others to be rich and powerful, so that 
the exploited are powerless and in an op- 
pressed position. Therefore revolution is a 


















ctorious term, it is a tenn to be proud of 
that we are morally 
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. we are right in every sense of the 





and that the oppressor is the one who 
i wrong and that the oppressor has no 
rights which the oppressed are bound to 
respect. 
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History is on our side and justice is on 
our side and it is only a question of remov- 
ing from positions of power those who are 
able to judge our struggle and to pass out 
judgments that denounce ys and that 
deny us the right to survive. If we had 
revolutionary members from the exploited 
classes sitting on the Supreme, Court, in the 
halls of Congress and in the Executive 
Branch of the Goverment, then these 
revolutionarics in office would give out 
revolutionary decisions, the revolutionaries 
on the benches of the court would give out 
revolutionary decisions on the court cases 
and the capitalists and the racist police 
would be judged wrong. 

They would be the oncs who would 
be sent to prison. They would be the ones 
who would be penalized. They would be 
the ones who would be forced to raise a 
hundred thousand dollars in order to get 
out on bail. In other words, the oppressed 
people J have to take control of the gov 
ment, they Have iv take control oF the s 
so that in their hands these instruments of 
power would be tumed against the ex- 
ploiters. The exploitative system would be 
dismantled and we could build another 
system that would be based on coopera- 
tion, not on a “dog-eat-dog” epic of compe- 
tition, of corrupt methods of exploiting 
people. It would be based*on how best to 
organize the industries, the means of pro- 
duction, in order to give everybody a good 


life. 











Qn smvccre to gain Black studies de- 
partments on college campuses. our strug- 
gle to have Black studies added to the 
curriculum across the nation is a struggle 
that the enemy sees as a grave danger. The 
enemy also recognizes the struggle of 
young White people on the college cam- 
puses and high schools as a grave danger 
and he is right. It is a grave danger ye- 
cause what we realize is that the educa- 
tion that is given is desi to perpetuate

white students in harmony with this sys- 
tem, to keep them supporting the system, 
to indoctrinate them to fight the wars that 
protect the system, and that extend the in- 
fluence and the power of the system. We 
are all becoming conscious of the evil of 
the system, corscious of the fact that this 
system can no longer-survive, that we have 
a historic opportunity for attacking the 
system and destroying it at its root. Thus 
all of the manipulations that the capitalists 
and the watchdogs of the capitalists go 
through are designed to destroy the thrust 
of the movement, to designate as criminals 
those who are in the forefront of the strug- 
gle and those who are guiding the struggle. 

Historically the struggle in the educa- 
tional arena, in terms of black people, has 
been waged from, on the one hand the 
slavemaster not even wanting black people 
to leam how to read and write, to black 
people wanting to leam how to read and 
write on the other. The sirugele-then ea 
d itself over into what black people 
were allowed to read and write, until to- 
day black people have reached a point 
where they want to control totally what 
they read and write. 

This has been a steady strugzle against 
the opposition of the slavemaster, it has 
been defeat after defeat for the slave- 
master, until now we have burst into con- 
sciousness, until now we have fealized 
the necessity of taking control of our edu- 
cation. When we see this long line of 
progression from the struggle to become 
literate to the struggle today to control 
totally the education, we can see the true 
nature of the opposition that we face now 
and faced then. All of these racists and 
liberals who are opposing our moves to- 
day to gain control of our education, are 
nothing but the descendants of the outright 
racist slavemasters who opposed us in our 
attempts to leam how to read and write 
on the plantations during the days of 
slavery. Hence all of their rhetoric, all of

ysis, are 
tien of the desire and the neces- 
sity of the slavemaster to keep us ignorant 
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and unable to manipulate ideas; because in 
order to organize a revolutionary struggle, 
we must be able to manipulattt ideas. We 
must have knowledge of ourselves and of 
our enemy, and of the situations that we 
find ourselves in, in order to organize a 
true revolution to move eens the op- 
pressor. 


One or tue creat pancens that our revo- 
lutionary struggle faces, perhaps the great- 
est danger, is that we historically have 
tended to compartmentalize our struggle; 
that is, we get hung up on one aspect of 


the struggle, without having an overall. 


revolutionary perspective and without rea- 
lizing that the struggle thal we wage is 
against the total socia! organism. We focus 
all of our attention and all of our energy 
on the educational system, and we don't 
realize — or our tactics and our strategy 
would seem to indicate that we don’t 
realize — that this is only one aspect of 
our struggle and that the same people who 
control the educational facilities, control 
stheerestinf the social strvetors, 
the economy, the judiciary, the political 
partics, the political instruments, every 
aspect of society is in the same hands. We 
need a broader strategy, a revolutionary 
strategy that aims at overthrowing the rule 
of this class as a whole, so we will not just 
be going through changes on the college 
campuses. ® 

The repression against. the movement 
that the United States is now mobilizing is 
not a sign of strength on the part of the 
ruling class, but rather the sign of weak- 
ness of the ruling class, and a sign of the 
strength and effectiveness of the move- 
ment. All of the lies, the stibterfuges. the 
hypocrisy of the ruling class has been ex- 
posed, for it can no longer hope to control 
or manipulate the movement by words 
alone. It has to resort to the brutal, re- 
pressive forces of the police department. 
The movement itself has drawn several 
lessons. from this reaction of repression by 
the ruling class. The clear cut nature of

Ovw we oxe nano the rebellion of blrek 
students and black people thoroughly ex- 
poses the racist policies of the administra- 
tions of the various colleges and high 
schools, and on the other hand there is the 
repression that the blacks and the allies 
of blacks are receiving. It's really incor- 
rect to speak of the white section of the 
Movement as being the allies of blacks, 
because in reality there is no such thing 
as a biack movement and a whity move- 
ment in the United States. These are 
merely categories of thought, that only 
have reality in terms of the lines that the 
ruling class itself has drawn and is en- 
forcing among the people. 

Because the United States is controlled 
by one ruling class, one single structure, 
and the whole drama of the black libera- 
tion struggle, and the revolutionary strug- 
gle in the white community is being played 
on one stage. Because of the division that 
the ruling class has historically implanted 
amongst the people, because of the differ- 
ent experiences of black people from white 














ent ar real, because at the top op- 
posed to both black people and white revo- 
lutionaries is a single ruling class, there's 
not a ruling class for blacks and a ruling 
class for whites, but there’s one single 
ruling class that rules all, that controls all, 
and that manipulates all, that has a differ- 
ent set of tactics for each group, depending 
upon the tactics used by the groups, in the 
strugsle for liberation. 

One of the great weaknesses in the 
movement at this particular time is in the 
campus aspect of the attack upon the mul- 
ing class and the power of the ruling class. 
In the compartmentalized thinking of the 
traditional American society, the college 
community and the college campus is 
viewed as something separate and distinct 
from the rest of the community. The col- 
lege is not really looked upon as a part 
of the community. People who are not con- 
cemed with thems: going to college or 
who have no children in college feel that 
what's caine on, on the campus is none of 
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from the truth, because in réality they are 
the people's colleges, institutions that have 
been set aside to perpetuate the human 
heritage, and to pass on human wisdom, 
the knowledge and technical skills for the 
further development of so and civiliza- 
tion. And every single individual living in 
a given society has a stake in what goes on 
in them; he has a stake in seeing to it that 
what happens on the campus is proper, 
and that the best interest of all the com- 
munity is being served. 

On the other hand, the attacks focussed 
on the college campuses serve to expose 
the nature of power in the United States, 
When we look at the composition of the 
board of regents and administrations, and 
councils that control the colleges, we find 
them replete with military men, retired 
generals, foundation personnel, and big 
businessmen. We could say that the boards 
that administer the universities are a good 
barometer, or a clear diagram of the strati-

ple represented on 





the boards of administration of the institu- 
tions of learning, for in the socicty beyond 
the college campus, poor people do not 
exercise or possess any power. If they did 
have the power, they would be in a posi- 
tion to see to it that some of their members 
were appointed to these boards. 

But those who control the economy, 
those who control the various sources and 
levels of power in the community and 
around it, are able to have their lackeys 
and their flunkies appointed to administer 
these institutions of learning. The composi- 
tion of the boards of adrhinistration of the 
institutions of learning indicate clearly, the 
powerlessness of the various sectors of 
society and this fact needs to be brought 
out much more clearly and brought home 
to the community. A connection needs to 
be made between the college campus and 
the community so that the repression and 
the tactics of the nuling class can be de- 
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students and there is not solid and mas- 
sive community support, then they will be 
able to get away with it, and slowly but 
surely they will be able to grind the move- 
ment to a halt by cutting off wave after 
wave of leadership, by expelling the lead- 
ership, and hounding the leadership out 
of existence.

It's a mistake to think that the ruling 
class cannot be successful if a proper re- 
sponse is not made from the movement, a 
mistake that has been made time and time 
again in the various revolutionary struggles 
around the world. There have been cases 
of the revolutionary movement being very 
highly advanced, very well organized, 
much more organized than we are in the 
United States, with a higher theoretical 
understanding, and with very good party 
machinery, etc. and they have been 
crushed because the power structure would 
resort to unlimited brutality — it would 





kill, it. would imprison. -[t had the mass 
medi ad it could use the 





mass media to justify this, and to brain- 
wash other people who were not organized 
enough to do anything about their re- 
pressors. 

So that it’s a question of time. The move- 
ment is always behind, the movement has 
the initiative. The power structure, by 
over-reacting seeks to buy time for itself, 
and the pressure that the movement puts 
on the power structure determines the 
amount of time that is left. Because if the 
struggle progresses slowly enough to allow 
the ruling class to devise means of coping 
with the movement, then all is lost and 
the movement itself is doomed to failure. 
So that a broadening of those involved, or 
those concemed, and those whose support 
is now latent is what is required. 

Poor black people and poor white peo- 
ple and middle ciass people who are not 
themselves directly involved in the college 
situation, need to be made to understand 


that something of their own precious lib- 
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down on the campuses today. Every black 
mother, every black father, every Mexican 
mother, every Mexican father, Very father 
and every mother in every group, white, 
Puerto Rican, Indian, Eskimo, Arab, Jew, 
Chinese, Japanese, whatever ethnic group 
they happen to be in, in the United States, 
need to be made to understand, that if they 
have no child or teenager involved in the 
educational process today becanse they 
were not able to afford to send them to 
college or something of that nature, that 
this-in-itself is a criticism of the structure 
of education in the United States. 


L Is THE buTY of any society to see to it 
that every individual in that society is 
invested with the human heritage and pro- 
vided with the technology, the skills, and 
the knowledge that will enabie him to’cope 
with his environment, to survive and to 
live a good life. It is the duty of the society 
to provide this education, just as it is the 
duty of the society to provide the highest 
level of medical assistance, housing and 
tit vihat> exists 
in society, it's the duty of the government 
to provide that. As long as the state is not 
providing these benefits, it is not worthy 
of existing, and under our kind of state 
which is called a representative democracy, 
it is not possible for a capitalistic economy 
to provide a universal education for the 
people. What it has beei? providing is 
Universal brainwashing that masquerades 
as universal education. The quality of the 
education is contempti 
and it is only geared to provide a level of 
intelligence or a level of competence that 
will enable the product of the educational 
system to become war material, to be 
exploited by the capitalistic economic enti- 
ties within the United States. 

So what we're into today is not only sit- 
ting back and criticizing, but actively 
reaching out and challenging the authori 
of those who control the various ins 
tions in society, not simply chalienging this 
authority, but by actively moving to dis- 
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whole. These facilities can no longer ser¥e 
the interests of the crosswork monopolies 
that are being administered by racists and 
by pigs who only want to exploit people 
and sentence people to be cogs in a wheel. 
In the final analysis, the struggle that is 
now going on on the college campuses can- 
not be settied on the college campuses. It 
has to be settled in the community, be- 
cause those that sit on the boards of ad- 
ministration of the colleges do nof@derive 
their power from the fact that they are sit- 
ting on the board, but rather, they sit on 
the board because they have power in the 
community. 

Their power is based on the economic in- 
stitutions of society and other institutions 
that form the power structure, and be- 
cause of their relation to these sources of 
power, they're able to be appointed to 
these positions of administration, 

We have to destroy their power in the 
community, and we're not reformists, we're 
not in the movement to reform the curricu- 
lum of a given university or a given college 
orto have 9 lar 
nized at a given high school. We are revo- 
lutionaries, and as revolutionaries, our goal 
is the transformation of the American so- 
cial order. 
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Ts onven to mansronse the American 
social order, we have to destroy the present 
structure of power in the United States, 
we have to overthrow the government. For 
too long we've been intimidated into not 
speaking out clearly what our task is, our 
task is the overthrow of the government, 
which has to be understood as being 
nothing but the instrument of the ruling 
class. The court. the congress, the legisla- 
ture and the executive branches of the 
state and federal government are nothing 
but instruments in the hands of the ruling 
class. to see after the affairs of the ruling 
class, and to conduct the life of society 
in the interest of the ruling class. So we're 
out to destroy this, to smash this machinery 
and to erect new machinery. But new 
machiners tbe erected unt 
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task of revolutionaries to keep their heads 
up in the sky, wondering about whist they 
will do when they have power. What they 
have to do at the present time is to have 
their minds, centered on destruction. We 
are out to destroy the present machinery 
of the ruling class, that is our task” 
We must do this by the only means pos- 
sible, because the only me: ible i 
the means that's necessary 
_ means possible is the violent overthrow of 
the machinery of the op i 
class. That means that we 
the ruling class to use brutality and force 
upon us, without using the same force and 
bnutality upon them. We must destroy 
their institutions from which they derive 
their power. A given coliege president may 
have his power as @ result of being in- 
volved in a corporation. We must attack 
him on the campus but we must also pur- 
sue him off the carpus and attack him in 



















his lair, the lair of his power, in his cor- -# 


porations! Such attack could be through 
boycotts of the products of that corpora- 
tion, or through the physical destruction of 
the property of the corporation, oF the 
physical elimination of him as an indivi- 
dual. 

We must not get into a bag of thinking 
that we're involved in a game: @ revolu- 
tion is not a game, it is a war. We are in- 
volved in a war — @ people's war aginst 
those who oppress the people, and this 
is the war in the clearest sense of the word. 
It is only our resistance that is underde- 
veloped and it is our resistance that is 
underdeveloped because the ruling class 
has formidable arsenals of the materials of 
war to unleash upon us, and they are only 
using timid materials at this particular 
time, because our resistance to their 2g- 
gression has heretofore been timid.

Al ugh disclaiming control 
and domination by the Communist Party, USA, leaders in these two 
factions have in the past proclaimed themselves to be communists 
and to Dllow the precepts of a Marx st-Leninist philosop along 
pro-Chinese comaunist lines. 
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A second source hrs advised that the PLP faction 
which is more commonly known as the Worker Student Alliance 
is dominated and controlled vy members of the PLP, who are 
required to identify themselves with the pro-Chinese Marxist- 
Leninist philosophy of the PLP. They advocate that an :

about of a revolution in the United States.
